LANDS HELP BEAR TAXATION 


It is the first time an effort has been 


made to place California oranges in 
eastern markets by water transporta- 
tion and the results of the experiment 
are so satisfactory there is no question 
that this will be an element with 
which Florida growers will have to 
contend in future. 
It brings home 


again the problem of water transpor- 
tation along the inland wateiway 2nd 
through Mosquito inlet, and how this 
can be brought about. With sufficient 
water in the inland waterway to per- 
mit good-sized boats to haul at least 
a part of the citrus fruit crop and 
with Mosquito inlet opened for the ad- 
mission of large steamers, there would 
be no real competition from California 
oranges in the eastern markets. The 


favor of greatly increasing our trans- 
portation facilities, making spe«ial ref- 
erence to the economic value of i»- 
creased water navigation. 


The Florida Orange Grower* 


Stretching a few miles westwardly 


from the Atlantic coast of Florid* 
and paralleling the St. Johns river 
from Jacksonville to Palm Beach tie 
Indian river flows. It bisects perhaps 
the richest fruit growing district of 
Florida. A few miles from its bound- 
aries the rich soil produces much Ot 
the early vegetable crop, which has 
now reached large proportions. 


It is possible to tike a boat from 


Jacksonville or St. Augustine to Palm 
Beach or the other way upon Indiaa 
river. 
But the boat must be very 


small and will meet impediments to 
navigation. Yet this river could be . 
easily improved so that upon it could 
be floated vessels laden with fruit and 
oranges which would be transferred 
at

CITY MANAGER WORKS OUT A 


PLAN WHICH WILL SAVE CITY 


$5,090 PER YEAR IN OPERATION 


OF PLANT, 


That an electric line can be built 


to the city water pumping plant west 
of the city and an electric motor and 
pump installed to pump all of the wa- 
ter used by the city for the sum of 
$5,000, and that the saving to the 
city by this installation, will be suf- 
ficient to pay for the line, motor and 
pump in less than one year's time, is 
the substance of a report that lias 
been prepared by City Manager pat- 
ton and given to the city commission. 
Efforts will be ttadfc to ttave the in- 
stallation made at once as an eco- 
nomic move and with the idea of elim- 
inating the- present heavy operating 
expense in connection with the city 
pumping plant. 


The figures presented by City Man- 


ager Patton show that the present ex- 
pense of operating the pumping plant, 
for fuel and lubricating oil and wages 
for a man to look alter the machinery, 
and not including the repairs and 
many 
other 
incidental 
'expenses, 


amount to between ?400 and $500 per 
month. 
With the installation of an 


electric motor and pump all ot these 
expenses will be entirely eliminated, 
and the motor and pump will be run 
automatically, with a check valve to 
throw the carrent on and off, and the 
expense for current to the city at this 
time will be nothing as the plant i? 
being operated on full time and not 
under full load. 


Under present conditions the water- 


works plant is a decided expense in- 
stead of a revenue producer. The in- 
come from patrons runs about ?400 
per month, all of which has to be paid 
out ior operating expenses. 
With 


this heavy expense eliminated the in 
come from the sale of water can be 
applied to extending the water lines 
to portions of the city where the 
residents are and have been clamoring 
for city water. 


The city manager has made a care- 


ful examination of the engines and 
pumps at the pumping plant and gives 
it as his, opinion that the plant will be 
completely worn out in another year 
ami some sort of replacement will 
then ha%e to be made. By installing 
ek'ctnc equipment at thin tiuif one 
of the e-agmeb could be retained as 
an auxiliary for a time, in i,ase it e^er 
became ncoes»ary to use it, until liter, 
when anotlur motor and pump could 
be installed and the two units could 
be worked alternately or parallel, if 
r.fcessary.

There are at present 22 special I.P.X 


school districts in Volusia county. 
These lie for the most part along the 
East Coast and along the St. Johns 
river and Lake Monroe. There lies 
between the East Coast and the St. 
Johns river a vast territory which is 
not incorporated into any special tax 
school district. Along the East Coast, 
as well as along the St. Johns river, 
there are fragments of territory,, val- 
uable from 
a taxation 
standpoint, 


which have never been taken into a 
ipeciai tax school district. 


After discussing the matter with 


the county school board and by cor- 
respondence with the trustees of the 
various special tax school districts, it 
was derided to circulate petitions in 
all of the districts, except three, call- 
ing for an election to be held in each 
to determine whether the district 
limits shall be extended. If all dis- 
tricts vote to expand, as called for 
in the petitions practically every foot 
of land in Volusia county will be in- 
corporated in some special tax school 
district.
